The
people have not yet recovered from the sur-
prige ogcasioned by the passage of the measure
through Congress, and aré evidently at a loss
in regard to the full socope of its provisions,
They have mot had time to think over the mat

ter fully, and their m-%‘}apnpnrﬁ have hardly
begun to realize the altered aspect of atlairs,
We must wait awhile for the menns of forming
a pogitive judgment as to the disposition of
those affected by the measure. In the mean-
time, however, it will be interesting to watch

Besides, while the SBupreme Court may sat
aside a partionlar enactment, it cannot relieve
the SBouth from the dominion of Congress. It
may caunse delay, but it can in no respoct ex-
tricate the South from its position. And
meanwhile Congress will adopt yet harsher
measures, and the Northern people, incensed
by what will be considered Southern contu-
macy, will sustain Congress in its course. In
all probability the personnel of the Supteme
Couwrt will before then be in harmony with
Congress. So that, as the Richmond Zimes
points out, the South will ommit a fatal
blunder if it relies upon a judicial decision to
gecure more leniont conditions,

In other quarters, it is suggested that Con-
gress should be left to work ont its plan—the
Southern people standing aloof. The Macon
(Ga.) Journal insists that the government of
the South by military machinery is practically
impossible, and that what Congress considers
Governments arve essential to
reconstruotion, But if these Provisional
Governments—argues the Journa!—are frauds
and usurpations, their members should refase
to continue their labors, that Congress may
be made sammarily to confront the difi-
onlties of its task., The Lynchburg Virginian
inculeates the same dootrine. ** Let Con-
gress take the whole charge of the adminis-
tration of ten States. We would favor it
rather than accspt reconstroction upon the
terms offered.’” The Petersburg (Va.) Index
not only objects to this particular law, but to
any form of reconstruction that embraces the

test oath. “Are —a pot hotter off without
Congressmen than we WOUId D€ tutwepvamg

In Congress ' 'ia the query with whic 1nt luis
Index yeeks to vindicate its opinion. But how
is all this to help the SBouth? What benefits
will it confer ¥ What rights restore? The
South will remain out of the Union, and the
exclusive power of detenmining the conditions
of restoration will continue vested in Congress.
With this fixed fact before it, what profit, or
vonvenience, or dignity can non-resistance and
non-action bring to the South ?

The plan “appears to be entirely Permiﬂsi-
ble and not obligatory,” remarks the Mont-
gomery Mail, We think that the assumption
is not warranted. Congress has provided a
method of reconstruction, under which the
existing State Logislatures may take the initis-
tive by providing for the assembling of the
contemplated Uonvention. It does not follow,
however, that if the local Legislatures negleot
the opportunity, reconstruotion will be indeti-
nitely postponed, The next step will be to
provide for the election of delegates by other
than local legislative actiony and the men who
now imagine that their obstinacy will suffice
to thiwart the law, will discover to their cost
that reconstruction may be carried on without
them,

The Richmond Eraminer, of 2ll the Southern
journals that have come under our notive,
alone seems to comprehend the wisdom of
action. Referring to the plan of Congress, the
Eramner says:—

SWith all 1ts multiform abominations, 1t con-
talns one feature hitbherto nnsern In any sct of
the Thirty-ninth Congress, Upon the fultl-
ment of eértaln requlisments by a Souathern
Bute, It declares:—y

“‘Such State shall'be entitled to a representa-
tion in Congress,'

“Those words, should they become the law of
the land, are a summons to the representatives
of the people of Virginia which theoy eannot
utford to disrggard, bey contemplate the re-
surrection, at some time, of the State now de-
stroyed, And Il there 1s no legal and peaceful
menns of resisting thut destruotion, we should
conslder at onee the guestion whelher we shall
sel nbout the work of resurrection,

“That the Virginia Legisulatars should take
this matter into earnest advisement I8 n posi-
tlon which, we suppose, no one oan dispute.”

Passing from newspapers to politivians, we
observe that Governor Peirpont, of Virginia,
urges that a convention gshould be called st
onve in that State. If the Legislature refuses—
he is reported to have remarked—**designing
politicians™ outside will prooeed on their own
aceonnt; and we apprehiend that the sime may
Tre #pid of every excluded State, In Georgia,
ex-Governor Brown has published a similar
recommaendation, and his words will nndoubt-
vily inflnence the people, whether the politi-
vlang heed them or not.  Governor Orr is also
exorting himsalf to overcome the extriomists ol
South Carolina; aud it iz not unlikely that the
insulting violence with which these counsals
hyve been recaived will induce him to attempt
the organization of a new party in the State,
with a view to its reconstruction in harmony
with the will of Congress. Our Charleston cor-
respondent represents that the efforts of Gov-
e¢rnor Orr lnve not been without effect upon
the people, of whom it is sald that *‘they ars
now willing to make great concessions.”” Whan
the purpoke of Congrogs shall be more com-
pletely realized by the South, we may expect
that this willingness will make itself folt. We
look to the peopls to overcoms the pride and
solfishiness of politicians, and to substitute
prudence and concession for the vanities which
are tanght by the newspapers.
